Thin huh cnn-. to B<.th County, Virgin! , 
about 1706, und he hsd a son named 'a 1 ilium McClintio, a soldier of the 
evolution, who wns the fhther of Moses McClintio, who had a son 
Willi n> Hunter McClintio. '.Villium H. McClintio married Mary ;.nn 
Uathews, the only child of Sampson Lockhart Mathews of PocuhontaH 
County. Mrs. William H. McClintio wns a great grand daughter of Mojo: 
.’cob Tnrwiok of the Revolution and a direct desoend.vnt of Col. ~amp- 
aon Mathews, a colonl 1 county lieutenant of Augusta County.

Lock McClintio as he was known far ana wide grow up on a farm. Hr

not~d hunt r and fisherman i s wsll no a close student of nature, and 

is love for tho woods anu streams wus never ab ted through life. He 

s as muoh .t home in the comp o he was in court. 

His people were large landowners und engaged in f minr an. stock- 
raising. but it wns realized th .t the love of learning th.t early 
d-v loped in the sons called for educational facilities th.t were hard 
to provide in th t ::vy nn. time. So the family moved for purposes 
of schooling th* sons to lal'in, Virginia, to give the boys an* opportunity 
to attend Roanoke College. It was hero that th y rcocivnd the academic 
•duration th t »«■ well auppllad by th-.t and ant institution and Leek 
rvi Jad,'t MoCllntlo th n took their law uouro-u at the University f 
•l.glnla.
